£3.5MILLI0N FOR NEW 
MANUFACTURING HUB 


By Suzi Muston 


A NEW manufacturing institute 
will be set up across the borough 
boundary in Rainham, after gov¬ 
ernment awarded it a £3.5million 
grant. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles visited the CEME Centre 
(Centre for Excellence in 
Manufacturing Engineering) in 
Marsh Way, Rainham, to make the 
announcement. The insitute will 
operate within the CEME centre. 

The new, not-for-profit, ‘high¬ 
speed sustainable manufacturing 


Institute’ (HSSMI) is being set up 
in partnership with the CEME 
Centre and car manufacturer Ford. 
The car company is investing 
£ 1.44m in the scheme. 

The Institute will develop new 
and innovative ways to improve 
manufacturing techniques and 
increase productivity. 

HSSMI bosses said, for example, 
that if a food manufacturer was 
producing 200 bottles of jam an 
hour and wanted to treble its out¬ 
put, the institute will advise how to 
achieve that. 

Insitute bosses said it plans to 


bring together experts from busi¬ 
ness, engineering and academia. A 
total of 22 researchers and PhD stu¬ 
dents will work alongside six Ford 
research staff to create programmes 
to develop the work force needed to 
operate such systems. 

Mr Pickles was joined by local 
government minister Bob Neill, 
Ford chairman Joe Greenwell, as 
well as CEME chief executive Bill 
Williams and chairman Martin 
Broadhurst, along with Havering 
Council leader Michael White for 
the visit on Tuesday. 

Mr Williams said: “The potential 


is phenomenal. This is going to be 
a hotbed of opportunity for growth. 

“This is a momentous occasion as 
it will bring technology into small 
businesses in this region and 
nationally they could previously 
only have dreamed of” 

Mr Pickles added: “This country 
and county has a proud history of 
manufacturing. 

“This is an Institute with a big 
ambition, to push back the frontiers 
of manufacturing, quicken produc¬ 
tion and reduce costs and bring 
benefits to business as well as the 
local area.”

Firefighters act to 
save drowning boy 


A GROUP of firefighters have 
been praised after rescuing a boy 
from drowning at Fairlop Waters. 

The crew from Dagenham, who 
had been training nearby, realised 
that the boy was trapped by a 
boat’s propeller, which had 
become tangled with his shoe 
laces, and had submerged him up 
to his neck. 

Firefighters Geoff Hircock, 
Mark Timothy, Ellis Webb and 
Adam Flanagan entered the water 


to relieve Fairlop Country Park 
staff, who had been supporting 
him. 

With two of the crew supporting 
the boy, the firefighters were able 
to tow the boat to shallower 
waters, enabling the rescue to take 
place more safely. 

The boy was not complaining of 
pain but firefighters felt down his 
leg and realised that his calf was 
seriously injured. The firefighters 
were able to free the boy and then 


Dagenham’s station manager, 
Paul McClenaghan, said: “There 
is no doubt in my mind that the 
actions of those firefighters saved 
the young man’s life. 

“He had been in the water for 
nearly half an hour before we were 
alerted, so if we hadn’t been train¬ 
ing nearby, this could have ended 
tragically. He was very pale when 
we got him out of the water, so the 
team kept him warm with tunics 
and survival blankets. They also 


chatted to him to distract him from 
his injuries and keep him calm. 

“The crew will undoubtedly be 
commended for the quick-think¬ 
ing, teamwork and bravery they 
showed. It proves why the training 
we were undertaking on that day is 
so important.” 

A paramedic from the London 
Ambulance Service arrived short¬ 
ly afterward and took over the first 
aid. He was taken to hospital via 
air ambulance.

Athletes bring home the medals 


HOME TOWN girl CHRISTINE OHURUOGU 
(pictured right) claimed a superb silver in the 
women’s 400m on Sunday night. 

Coming off the final bend seventh out of eight, 
the Forest Gate-bom runner powered her way 
through the field to finish 0.15s behind winner 
Sanya Richards-Ross in a season’s best 49.70s. 

The 28-year-old, who took gold in Beijing four 
years ago, said: “The realisation hit me when I 
crossed the line that I had lost my title, but the 
crowd has really uplighted me.

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Double lung transplant student 
to take part in a half marathon 


A STUDENT who had a double lung transplant is celebrat¬ 
ing her new lease of life with a sponsored walk in aid of 
Saint Francis Hospice. 

Victoria Tremlett, of Romford, who is known as Tor, will 
join the Royal Parks Foundation half marathon on October 
7 - three days before the anniversary of her transplant. 

She hopes to raise up to £2,000 for Saint Francis Hospice, 
which supported her during her battle with the illness. 

Tor, 25, said: “I wanted to do something to mark the first 
year after my transplant and support the organisations that 
had helped me. I’ve always wanted to do a big walk but have 
never been able to, so this will be a real challenge, particu¬ 
larly as I still get tired.” 

Tor, who will be dressed as Superwoman for the event, 
explained that she had waited for the lung transplant for 
around four years. 

She said; “I was on oxygen 24/7, needed a wheelchair and 
was entirely dependent on those around me. The smallest 
tasks left me gasping for breath and I couldn’t walk the 20 


steps to the bathroom.” 

When Tor's condition deteriorated the hospital suggested 
Saint Francis Hospice could help as she wanted to be at 
home. 

Hospice clinical nurse specialists regularly visited Tor and 
helped find medication to ease her pain and make her com¬ 
fortable. A hospice complementary therapists also visited to 
give her back massages to ease the back pain and breath¬ 
lessness. 

Tor said: “The hospice was a complete lifeline to us. It was 
great to have access to experts that were local that me or my 
Mum, Chris, could call that knew my situation. 

“I was really ill and because of the transplant not only has 
my life been saved, but it’s been transformed beyond any¬ 
thing I’ve ever known. I don’t need oxygen or a wheelchair.”

A MAN has been jailed for a string of 
burglaries on the homes of elderly and 
vulnerable people living within a single 
square mile in Dagenham. 

Unemployed Seott Wynter (pictured) 
posed as a window eleaner when knoek- 
ing on the door and would ask for a hot 
drink, elaimed to be eleaning the inside 
of windows or asked to use the toilet.

The 30-year-old, of no fixed abode, 
was identified by forensie evidenee left 
at the seenes. He initially elaimed that 
his fingerprints were there beeause he is 
the vietim’s window eleaner. 

But he was also identified by a num¬ 
ber of witnesses during identity parades 
following his arrest on in April and hav¬ 
ing been eharged with two of the 
offenees, Wynter admitted them at

On senteneing Wynter to four and a 
half years in prison at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on July 19, Judge Owen 
deseribed Wynter's erimes as “vile and 
selfish”.

Constable Jamie Humm said; “The 
effeets of beeoming a vietim of this 
despieable erime run far deeper than a 
loss of eash or property. 

“The feeling of inseeurity left by bur¬ 
glary ean drastieally affeet the quality of 
life for vietims. I am very pleased that 
this person has been removed to a plaee 
where he ean no longer prey on our 
elderly residents.”

Firm appointed for 
Goresbrook project 

COUNTRYSIDE Properties has been appoint¬ 
ed as the developer to regenerate the 
Goresbrook Village housing estate in 
Dagenham. 

The firm will build 149 new homes - 98 of 
them eouneil-owned - on the site just north of 
the A13. 

Barking & Dagenham Couneil has been grad¬ 
ually moving residents out of the three tower 
bloeks whieh will be demolished early next 
year. 

Most of the homes (72 per eent) will be three 
or four bedroom family houses. The remainder 
will be two bed flats in low-rise buildings. A 
further 14 of the homes will be designed for 
wheelehair use and a shop will also be inelud¬ 
ed in the development. 

The village eurrently eomprises of three 16- 
storey tower bloeks built in the 1960s. Work on 
replaeing them is expeeted to start early next 
year and be eompleted around Mareh 2015. 

It is one of three housing estates - alongside 
Leys in Dagenham and Gaseoigne in Barking - 
whieh are being regenerated as part of the 
eouneil’s Estate Renewal Programme. 

Couneillor Phil Walker, eabinet member for 
housing, said; “Goresbrook Village had 
reaehed the end of its natural life, so we took 
the deeision to inelude this in our programme 
of estate renewal rather than spend millions 
trying to renovate the flats. Having appointed a 
developer we should be ready to build as soon 
as the flats are pulled down. 

“The quieker we ean build, the better, as loeal 
families are erying out for more new homes to 
be built.”
